I'll vote for that. 


But what I really get out of your piece is that art is determinitive in 
creating practical solutions to electrical design problems. What I don't 
get so much of is where and how is art and exact science blended by those 
who really understand the subjects here, such as yourself. I would like to 
ask you to elaborate of some of the items that were at issue in the 
‘'debate' we had. 


Speaking of the run-of-the mill plate choke fabrications of the BA era, as 
you sweep upward in frequecy with your bridge what mode of self resonance 
first exhibits itself, parallel or series? In other words do you have an 
impedance dip or an impedance extreme? And what typically goes on, with 
respect to impedance, as you move up in frequency with typical designs, are 
you more plagued by impedance maxima or impedance minima? What factors, 
you mentioned several, are most difficult to deal with in creating an 
acceptable plate choke design. 


When all is done with, what range of values of loaded (in circuit) Q are 
typical of a well behaved power amplifier? What are typical values of coil 
Q over frequency? Assuming controlling Q is important (or is it?) to 
smoothing out the impedance hills and valleys, what techniques are applied 


in the fabrication of plate chokes to adjust Q? Effective (skin effect) 
resistance choices? Winding configurations? Core materials? Wire 
insulation? Coil dope/varnish? Other methods? 


The reason I am asking these questions is not because I want you to favor 
any of my expressed or unexpressed notions, but because I, among others, 
would really like to understand much better the subject of RF coils and 
their application in circuits that we BAists work on in our various repair, 
restoration and modification endeavors. We have bantered around our 
various understandings of theory but it is hard to imagine what value 
theory is when it is both the art and science we need to understand.

Very long story short: At present ALL of the Fair units are survivors of 
the St. Julien's Creek Massacre. This means that they have had meters and 
name tags removed, have blue or 

yellow stripes painted down the front with a spray can, were piled 
indiscrimnantly on pallets and pushed around with a forklift and sat 
outside in the rain, dirt and snow for a coupla years. 


But R-390A's are rugged little ba...rds, and generally survive this 
treatment quite nicely. 


The "used, repairable" class means that all parts are present (save meters, 
top and bottom covers) and that they have been heated up on the bench and 
found to work on all frequencies. How well is another matter. These 
generally require thorough cleaning, some cap replacement and some resistor 
replacement, as well as refinishing of the front panel and knobs. The good 
news is that available (free) documentation is copious and thorough. I got 
such a unit last year and had it working very well in about a month. 


The "checked" units come fully reconditioned (painted front panels, knobs, 
fully aligned) with IF cover. They used to include meters and nametags, 
but I am not sure about that now, talk to Dave at Fair. Definitely worth 
the money, unless you are in it for the entertainment value...

I don't recall the thread, but Bill Kleronomos writing a review 
of the NC-300 in ER, October 1990, page 15, says he found 
significant signal ingress to the receiver from the power and 
speaker lines, and these manifested as broadcast stations on the 
higher frequency bands. 


Hope this helps.

A short while ago there was a thread on this reflector with regard to 
hearing Broadcast Stations on10 meters with a NC 303. Yesterday I drug out 
the old 303 only to find strong Broadcast Stations on 10, 15 and 20..... 
What was the cause of this problem in the earlier thread??? 


VV VV 


It may be, as others have pointed out, that there are additional 
problems with the line and speaker cables acting as entry points. 


Part of the problem is that the NC-303 manual does not have the 
information on adjustment of the Mixer Image Trap. The adjustment 
point, C86, is the compression trimmer cap set off by itself in the 
center shielded compartment. It sits behind the row of 8 trimmers in 
the compartment. 


The manual (NC-300) says -- (1) Set the bandswitch to 20 meters 

and the dial to 14.1Mhz. (2) connect a signal generator to the 

antenna input terminals with a 300 or so ohm resistor in series with the 
hot lead. Tune the generator to 9670 Khz and adjust the output to 
produce an audible audio output. (3) Tune C86 for minimum output. 


I've found that this adjustment reduces the problem some, but does not 
eliminate it -- at least not in my still dirty, as yet unrestored and 
unaligned NC-303 when it's out of the cabinet. I have NOT noticed 
this problem in my restored and tweaked NC-300.

I figured the Eico 723 was simple enough to troubleshoot without 

manual or schematic, so I did so. First I had to repair the Heath tube 
tester I got from someone on the list over the summer (one cold solder 
joint - now all better). Tubes tested fine... until I bumped one off

table. It did not fare well with the concrete floor - and it was the 
5AR4. 

A check of my 1966 Handbook or my 1960 RCA tube manual gave 

no info. A perusal of the socket showed a 5U4 OUGHT to work, and 
indeed it did. Getting the B+ to the final plate was the last "chore," 


discovering the old "Octal-Plug-With Jumper" trick, that had to go in 
the rear accessory socket. 


Next step was using Uncle Marty's Amazing Capacitor Restoration 
Technique for the filter caps, which worked well (in spite of their 
appearance) 


Plugged in a crystal, tuned it up and am getting a nice 40 watts 
out,

I went through my history books concerning Naval ships of WW2 and can find 
nothing with an 'STK' prefix. This leads me to believe it was a Merchantman 
under Navy control while in the convoy. These ships would have been outfitted 
with typical naval radio equipment for obvious reasons. 


I have contacted the research dept of the NSNI to see if they can shed any 
light on this vessel. I don't know how long it will take to get an answer, 
but as soon as I do I'll post it. 


About the FL. Most of those ships also used a search light like device with a 
venetian blind like shutter that could be used for signaling in code between 
ships while maintaining radio silence. As this could be aimed directly at the 
recipient ship, detection was kept to a minimum. If you see any old movies or 
Victory at Sea you se a lot of these being used. In movies it was always a 
very dramatic moment. Just listen to the music in the background.

At 10:15 AM 9/29/99 -0500, A. B. Bonds wrote: 


>The "used, repairable" class means that all parts are present (save meters, 
>top and bottom covers) and that they have been heated up on the bench and 
>found to work on all frequencies. How well is another matter. 


Wow - have you ever had different experiences with Fair R-390As than I 
have! Things may have changed in the past couple of months, but I have to 
share my experience with Fair on their Used-Repairable radios. 


I've bought ten Used-Repairables R-390As from Fair over the past 18 months 
in two batches. They were complete, but that's about it. Few of them worked 
at all, some were filthy, some had physically broken knobs, antenna relays 
and tubes and missing parts, a few filters didn't work, mechanical 
assemblies with broken clamps, missing parts etc. One PTO had a ragged 3/4" 
hole punched through the cover. Most had yellow or blue paint on front 
and/or rear panels. Some had no power cord or cover for the input line 
filter, and several had the Navy rear panel diversity mod. Some of the 
chassis metal was bent, and a couple of front panels needed work to 
straighten. RF covers were available at extra cost. For $260 (was a bit 
less before the current catalog) I got a basically sound radio, but very 
much a project. 


In my discussions with Dave at Fair prior to buying these, he was very 
honest in his descriptions. He also replaced without question the broken 
parts and replaced a couple of really bad panels with very nice ones. In no 
way am I complaining! Fair continues to be a reputable outfit in my books. 
Also, it isn't that I got the dregs. The first batch were ordered within 
days of Fair advertising their availability. The second batch - about 6 
months later - were in as good or better shape than the first bunch. 


I also bought one Used-As Is from them for parts. That's all it was good 
for - but that's what Dave had told me. 


I've never bought a Used-Checked R-390A from Fair. There was a thread 


awhile back on the one of the lists about what Fair's Used-Checked meant. 
As I understood it, these units were complete and working to some degree on 
all bands, but not aligned. Watching what folks on the 390 list have said 
about these units, it is also likely that the modules will be a mix of 
manufacturers as Fair scavenges stock to put together working units. My 
Used-Repairable units usually contained mostly one manufacturer, sometimes 
with an odd module. 


So unless Fair has changed their approach completely in recent months, this 
is what you should expect. 


>But R-390A's are rugged little ba...rds, and generally survive this 
>treatment quite nicely. 


Absolutely correct! But can be a lot of work! 


>The "checked" units come fully reconditioned (painted front panels, knobs, 
>fully aligned) with IF cover. They used to include meters and nametags, 


The Checked ones with meters (apparently not black face) are actually more 
expensive - $400. 


>...talk to Dave at Fair. 
Yes. I've found him very good to deal with. Honest description of 


condition. He actively discouraged me from buying As-Is units, as you'd be 
lucky to get one complete unit from 2 or 3 of these.

DA isles eosteeled Whatzit?? 
Itza xchopperx. Not unlike a vibrator. '"Kintel Converter" probably refers 


to some kind of voltage conversion scheme. Usually a chopper is used to 
"chop" a de (IOW low freqwuency) signal into segments that are amplified in 
an AC amplifier which is either rectified to recover the DC or "“un-chopped" 
(my term) synchronously with a chopper that has a duplex contacting 
arrangement. The term "chopper stabilzed amplifier" is still the name 
given to integrated circuit functions that use an identical sheme using 
MOSFET switches to do the chopping/un-chopping. Today's modern digital to 
analog techniques began from elecromechanical choppers, Stevens Arnold 
being one of the biggies of yore. I use a SE chopper to accurately 
calibrate the gain of ‘scopes. I use an adjustable lab DC supply as a 
voltage reference, it's value set with a modern accurate digital voltmeter. 
Feeding the reference voltage through the chopper, the 'scope gets a 60 Hz 
square wave that alternates between ground and the accurate voltage 
reference. Works great, low upkeep and easily gets lost on the workbench! 
Maybe someone can explain what a Kintel Converter kin do.
